mandment of all and He replied: 
“ You shall love the Lord your God 
with all your heart, and with all 
your soul, and with all your might.” 
Because H«* was trained in the 
Jewish 
faith,

the 
Shema because of its meaning and 
associations.

firmation about God is part of the 
first article of the Apostles’ Creed 
“ Motive For Obedience” 
The commandments, statues, and 
ordinances referred to in Deuter­ 
onomy 6 are the Ten Command­ 
ments as given in Deuteronomy 5 
The motive for obedience must be 
love. Jews believed that obedience 
to God s commands would result 
in long and prosperous lives Our 
knowledge of the New Testament 
and th* way of the Cross reminds 
us that devotion to Christ may 
bring the reverse: poverty, suffer­ 
ing. even death.

Shema 
begins

Lord ” The word one used here 
is an expression of unity. This is

We cannot pigeonhole our religious 
faith, for the I/Ord our God

nations. 
families, business, social life and 
recreation, ne.ghbors and friends 
Consequently God's ordinances are 
practical, every day matters to 
be used constantly in all our re­ 
lationships 
But teaching is the real emphasis 
of Hie lesson, beginning with the

Parents 
can teach the Christian religion 
to their children without any em ­ 
barrassment.

Religion

In Oetytsburg, for example, the 
distribution system has been over 66 
per cent rebuilt with new and larger 
gas mains since the end of World 
W ar II. 
As a result of all this work—both 
in its tran.smis.sion and distribution 
system s — M anufacturers has been 
able to increase its annual gas de­ 
liveries in the area by eight tim es 
during the past ten years, the m an­ 
ager reported.

SotiM* women lose much of the 
convenience and some of the effi­ 
ciency of a food freezer by failing 
use it properly. Here is some ad­ 
vice 
on 
packaging 
for 
for 
the 
freezer:

Wrappings that are moisture-proof 
and vapor-proof, easy to handle, 
seal and label Materials should be 
flexible and strong enough to with­ 
stand handling at zero degrees. 


2 W rap all fw d tightly, “ Freezer- 
burn," which appears as frost or 
grayish-white sjx>t.s on frozen food 
is caused by air pockets that are 
left between the products and the 
wrapping material If containers are 
Used, they should be filled to the 
recommended 
mark 
usually one- 
half inch from the top for solids, 
one inch from the top for liquids. 
3 
For convenience each package 
should be labeled with Hie date of 
atorage, kind of food and, when 
necessary, weight or quantity 
4 
Use only table-ripe vegetables 
or fruits that are at the peak of 
maturity. 
5. Fruit should be packaged in 
Bieal-slze quantities, so there will be 
no left-overs Defrosted frozen fruit 
loses Its palatability if left standing 
several hours, and it should never be 
re-frozen. It is especially important 
for fruits to la- packaged In con­ 
tainers that are leak-proof, firm. 
moisture- mid vapor-proof. 
Washed, Frozen 
ft. Fruita that are to he used 
prim arily for pies. Jellies or pre­ 
serves can be washed and frozen in 
dry packs without sugar or syrup 
Fruits can also be frozen in a dry 
sugar pack or in a syrup pock. 
7. Meat; should la' wrupjx'd im ­ 
mediately after cutting, to prevent 
Joss of Juice and flavor. 
8 When sheet material or plastic 
bags are used in packaging, ir e a 
box or pan as a form until the 
wrapping product is frozen solid 
W hen the form is removed it leaves 
a regular-shaped and easily-stored 
package. 
9 
Keep small food p a c k a g e s In 
one large nylon bag It makes them 
easier to find, 
10 
Freeze

amounts to avoid de-frosting foods 
that cannot be re-frozen.

TO H A V E AIR 
CONDITIONING 


“ Nearly every home built in the 
U n ite<i Stales five years from today 
will he equipped with year-round 
air conditioning.’* 
That's the conclusion to be drawn 
from a nationwide s u rv e y conducted 
by the Home Service Committee of 
the American (las As sociation in c o ­ 
operation with Servel, Inc , and a 
number of gas utility companies. 
More than a thousand persons In 
S25 homes, who lived with Servel 
•all-year” gas air conditioning for 
an average of three years, were 
queried. 
H ie survey shows that 82 per cont 
of these persons claimed “ air con­ 
ditioning subtantlally increases the 
value of my home,” while 17 jx-r 
font said their gas system makes

Valuable. 
The talks with homeowners re­ 
vealed that 90 i>er cent said less 
time was needed for dusting furni­ 
ture: 71 per cent declared they did 
less cleaning of walls and woodwork;

T hat favorite quickie, broiled lam b 
chopa, will take on ex tra savor if 
you season them as we suggest in 
the following recipe. 
Nowadays you don’t always have 
to buy the chop*, when you are doing 
your fresh-food m arketing; they can 
tie on hand In your freezer. 
But 
one caution: if you’ve thaw ed frozen 
lam b chops and then changed your 
mind about cooking them , refrig ­ 
erate Hie m eat and use it the next 
day. 
Actually It’s not necessary to 
thaw 
chojw 
before 
broiling, 
but 
naturally the frozen chopas take sev­ 
eral m inutes more to cook per side 
— and they have to be cooked more 
slowly — th an thaw ed chojw. 
The advantage of thaw ing. In our 
opinion, is th a t the chops can be 
cooked 
quickly. 
From 
this 
you'll 
conclude th a t we are n o t a st alm eh 
advocate of broiling m eat slowly. 
Many m odern schools of cookery 
disagree with us, but we have fine 
restaurant chefs n our side. 
Savory Broiled la m b Chops 
Ingredients: 
8 loin 
lam b chops 
(regular a. frozen), 2 tablespoons 
lemon Juice (I sm all lem on), 2 large 


cloves garlic (crushed), *4 teaspoon 
paprika, salt, pepper. 
M ethod: 
If

A rrange chops a, to I-Inch 
th ick ' on broiling pan rack

Broiler Tip 
It's not necessary to use a range’s 
regular large broiling pan and rack 
lf only four chops are being cooked 
inexpensive sm all shallow broiling 
pans, w ith racks, are widely avail­ 
able and easier to wash th an regular 
pans. 
If you line either pan (sm all 


or large) w ith alum inum foil, tu rn ­ 
ing up the foil to cover edges and 
com ers, you’ll save yourself work. 
Pan-Broiling 
Pan-broiling cho}* is a m ore pop­ 
ular m ethod of rooking In France 
th an it is in the U nited States. 
But 
som e Am ericans are adopting this 
technique. 
Use an iron skillet for 
pan-broiling 
tile 
chops; 
h eat 
it 
slowly until it’s very hot; rub a 
piece of fat over the bottom of the 
skillet. 
A rrange the chops in the 
skillet 
and 
cook 
over 
m oderate 
h eat until well browned on under 
side; tu rn pnd brown other side.
